To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a 
village district in the Town of North Hampton, 
organized under provisions of Chapter 196, Ses- 
sion Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in District 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the garage of 
Robert A. Southworth, at 19 Atlantic Avenue in said 
District on the first Tuesday of September next (the 
3rd day of the month) at half past seven o’clock in 
the evening (7:30 P.M.) for the following purposes: 


1. To elect a Moderator, a Clerk, three Commis- 
sioners, a Treasurer, and an Auditor for the en- 
suing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Com- 
missioners, Zoning Inspector, and other officers 
of said District, and to take such action as may be 
desired in regard to same. 


To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on District taxes 
as is allowed by the Town of North Hampton on 
town taxes.

4. ‘To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to giving the Treasurer of the District authority 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the District will vote to transfer from 
the unexpended surplus remaining at the close of 
the fiscal year ending August 31, 1968, such sum, 
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not exceeding $5,000.00, as shall then remain in 
said surplus into a Capital Reserve Fund for the 
financing of all or part of the cost of construc- 
tion, reconstruction, or acquisition of permanent 
public improvements or betterments in this Dis- 
trict, including sidewalks, parks, street lighting, 
and the planting of new trees, andj also for the 
acquisition of any necessary new equipment or 
machinery for sidewalk and park construction or 
maintenance, life saving, fire protection, insect 
control, or other District purposes. (Recommend- 
ed by Budget Committee) 


To see if the District will vote to designate the 
District Commissioners as its agents to carry out 
the objects of, and to determine the expenditures 
to be made from, the Capital Reserve Fund estab- 
lished under the preceding Article, and to author- 
ize the payment from said Capital Reserve Fund 
of such bills for sidewalk and/or park construc- 
tion or reconstruction, acquisition of equipment, 
or other items within the scope of said Capital 
Reserve Fund, as said Commissioners or a ma- 
jority of them shall approve from time to time. 


To see if the District will vote to accept in whole 
or in part the budget as submitted by the Munici- 
pal Budget Committee. 


To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be needed for the purposes included in 
the budget, including (under the caption of ‘‘Mis- 
cellaneous” if not otherwise therein referred to) 
the extinguishment of fires, the lighting or sprink- 
ling of streets, the planting and care for shade 
and ornamental trees, the supply of water for 
domestic and fire purposes, the construction and 
maintenance of sidewalks and main drains or 
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common sewers, the construction, maintenance, 
and care of parks or commons, the maintenance 
of activities for recreational promotion, the con- 
trol of pollen, insects and pests, the appointing 
and employing of watchmen and police officers, 
the enacting and enforcing of zoning regulations, 
and all other District expenses for the ensuing 
year. 


9. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1967-1968 


1. CAPITAL RESERVE FUND: This year we 
have an unexpended surplus of about $5,000.00 left 
from the amount appropriated at our annual meet- 
ing a.year ago, although representing funds that will 
not actually be received from the Tax Collector until 
after December Ist of this year, but against which We 
could borrow in the meantime. Rather than have this 
$5,000.00 surplus subtracted by the Tax Commission 
from our appropriations to be voted at the forthcom- 
ing annual meeting (before the determination of the 
actual amount of our tax assessment for next. year). 
we have inserted Article 5 in our warrant to have the 
$5,000.00 transferred to a Capital Reserve Fund for 
sidewalk construction and reconstruction, acquisition 
of equipment, and other permanent betterments in 
our District. This fund can not be used for repairs or 
maintenance, but only for improvements and equip- 
ment of a more permanent nature, including the re- 
construction of any sections of our sidewalks, wheth- 
er required because of obsolescence or the ever- 
present threat of storm damage along our coast. 

The money for the Capital Reserve Fund should 
be received from the Tax Collector by February 1st 
of next year, and it will provide a much needed 
cushion to bridge the gap of about sixteen months 
between the voting of our appropriations and their 
receipt from tax levies. It will help reduce the 
amount of our annual borrowings in anticipation of 
taxes, and it has the wholehearted approval of the 
Municipal Budget Committee. The Commissioners 
strongly recommend the adoption of Article 5, and 
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its companion Article 6. 

This Capital Reserve Fund if approved, will be 
held by the Town Trustees of Trust Funds. Under the 
ensuing Article 6 of our warrant, payments from this 
Fund can be made on the authorization of the Dis- 
trict Commissioners. The Fund should enable us to 
reduce our future sidewalk appropriations to what 
is needed for ordinary repairs and maintenance, leav- 
in® all construction and reconstruction work to be 
financed from the Capital Reserve Fund out of money 
actually on hand instead of out of borrowed funds. 
It is hoped that this Capital Reserve Fund can be re- 
plenished annually from any surplus so as to keep 
about $5.000.00 regularly on hand for capital needs 
and contingencies. 


2. SIDEWALKS: A good start was made last fai] 
on our program of sidewalk reconstruction, by the 
replacing of sections of worn-out walk on’ Atlantic 
Avenue, Sea Road and Chapel Road. It is planned to 
have this work resumed this fall with money from 
our new Capital Reserve Fund. 

Another year it will be necessary to renew more 
sections of our plank walk along the Ocean Boule- 
vard over the rocks at Bass Beach. Last winter was 
unusual in that no serious storm damage was suf- 
fered there or by any other walks along the shore. 

Our shore walk along the Boulevard is a feature of 
outstanding attraction, and connects with the Rye 
Beach District’s walk extending past the Farragut 
Hotel all the way to the Beach Club. The Rye Beach 
District is to be commended for reconstructing the 
broken sections of its walk north of Rye Ledge. This 
shoreline walk in the two village districts is enjoyed 
by both pedestrians and bicyclists. 


3. FIRE PREVENTION: On midnight of August 
14. 1968, a serious fire broke out in’ the second floor 
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of the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Frank W. Hussey to 
the north of Atlantic Avenue; and it was extinguished 
in about two hours by the concerted efforts of the 
Fire Departments of North Hampton, Hampton, Exe- 
ter, Portsmouth and Rye. A long line of hose was 
carried in from hydrants on Atlantic Avenue, and 
the Hampton aerial ladder was used to reach the 
third storey to which the flames had spread rapidly. 
Iixtensive damage was suffered on the second and 
third floors, with serious smoke and water damage 
throughout the building. Fortunately no one was 
injured. 


This fire highlights the fact that our small fire 
station on Sea Road, with its reel of 500 feet of hose, 
has now become obsolete and can eventually be aban- 
doned, in the light of the modern North Hampton 
fire station and mobile equipment located less than 
three miles from the District, and supplemented by 
the Mutual Aid pact with neighboring communities. 
In the meantime our hose reel assures us of some hose 
always kept in the District. It has been placed under 
the care of the North Hampton Fire Department. 


4, PARKS, ROADSIDE GARDENS, AND COM- 
MONS: The District continues to share the expense 
with the Rye Beach - Little Boar’s Head Garden Club 
of maintaining the two attractive roadside gardens 
on the Ocean Boulevard, located at both ends of our 
row of Fish Houses. The garden, at the east end was 
started in the 1930’s by the late Mary Frye Frost. The 
new one at the west end is now being maintained by 
Livonia E. Knowles in behlaf of the Garden Club. 


The bathing beach is our largest public park; and 
is kept as clean as possible by the District, through 
regular picking up of papers, broken glass, and other 
refuse. Earlier in the summer the District had several 
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loads of driftwood and logs removed from the beach 
by Morris Lamprey’s two-horse team. 

The District still has a few benches placed along 
the Ocean Boulevard, but in view of their decreasing 
use, we should consider whether or not to abandon 
them. 


5. POLICE AND LIFEGUARD: This year there 
has been an increase of vandalism along our shore 
front, with breaks at the Bath Houses and nearby. 
The North Hampton police has been responsible for 
policing our community, but We have increased our 
police appropriation in the budget for next year. to 
allow for possible hiring of a special officer to patrol 
our beach and parking area if the voters feel that 
this action is advisable. 

The lifeguard is under the supervision of the 
North Hampton Police Department, but we have 
repaid the Town one half of his expense. The new 
lifeguard stand was erected at the Town’s expense, 
as a corollary to our having paid for the lifeboat and 
life-saving surf board. 


beeNoHe hl CONTROL AND ~ MOSQUITO 
SPRAYS: This year, for the first time in many 
years, we had no mosquito sprays. While in the past 
the DDT sprays were most effective, they were aban- 
doned some years ago because of their reputed bad 
effects on birds and wildlife. The substitutes that 
we have tried have in most cases been less effective. 
We await suggestions from the voters as to the pro- 
gram to be followed in future years. 


7. DISTRICT OFFICERS: Last September the 
Commissioners appointed Robert J. Palmer of Chapel 
Road a member of our Zoning Board of Adjustment 
for a term of five years, following the expiration of 
the term of J. Dalton Cahill. William P. Fowler was

re-appointed Zoning Inspector for one year.

1967-1968 


The Zoning Inspector has the task of enforcing 
the District’s Zoning Ordinance. Much of this is 
-accomplished by informal conferences with prop- 
erty owners, which never reach the stage of formal 
action. Thus during the past year/a property owner 
was persuaded to change an oversized sign to a 
smaller conforming one, and another property own- 
er to give up a proposed non-conforming activity. 

The past fiscal year was one of low building 
activity, in part due to the prevailing high interest 
rates. Only the following three zoning permits were 
issued:

Town building permits, which are required in 
addition to our District zoning permits before the 
start of construction, are now obtainable from John 
White of 18 Walnut Avenue, who has agreed not to 
issue Town building permits in our District until he 
has received a copy of the District’s zoning permit.
